To Try New Breakfast

HERE is nothing like the first 

heavy frost to remind us that 
we must do something about cur 
breakfast menus! Cold weather, 
increased activities and peppier 
appetites make hot, nourishing 
breakfast dishes appreciated. 

If you have got into the fruit- 
cercal or toast-coffee habit during 
the sumrcr, now is the time to 
bring oi. Your old breakfast reci- 
pes and also try out some new 
ones. Here are a few suggestions: 

Bacon-Liver Patties 

Drop a 1-pouna piece of calf 
or beef liver into boiling, salted 
water for a minute or two until 
il becomes firm. Put through the 
food chopper with 1 slice bacon 
and mix with 42 cup dry bread 
crumbs, 1% cup evaporated milk or 
top milk, 4% teaspoon salt and 
pepper. Shape into flat cakes. 
wrap each one in a slice of bacon 
and broil until welB® browned on 
both sides. Eggs poached in milk» 
then dotted with butter and 
sprinkled with paprika make a 
gcod accompaniment. 

Maple Muffins 

Sift 2 cups flour with 2 tea- 
<poons baking powder and '5 tea- 
spoon salt. Rub in 44 cup butter 
Mix together two well beaten 
eggs, ’ cup milk and !4 cup ma- 
ple syrup. Add to the dry ingre- 
dients with as little stirring as 
possible. Turn into buttered muf- 
fin pans and bake in a moderately 
hot oven until golden brown and 
done. 

Raised Doughnuts 

Make a yeast sponge mixture as
